The old mint building underwent significant exterior and interior restoration in the 1970s 
to restore the building to its appearance in 1874. Included are files for such contracts as the 
electrical systems; security system; repairs to concrete wall and picket fence; exterior "stone" 
restoration; painting, brick and plaster; doors, new walls and miscellaneous; basement demolition 
and rebuilding; suspended ceiling; and others. The records consist of proposals, contracts and 
modifications, bid records, payrolls, approvals of materials, specifications. Also included are 
some subject files containing copies of specifications for the building's wrought and cast iron 
work (1871), a new storage vault (1928), certain remodeling (1939), and for repairs to the 
building after the 1906 earthquake and fire, as well as general correspondence dating to the 1950s 
concerning the preservation of the building, and other subjects. Nontextual records include 
architectural drawings and black and white contact prints and a few photographic prints depicting 
the exterior restoration process, 1975-1976.
